"Significance of the Study 

This study is significant because it measured and compare.d 
the perceptions of local public school teachers and principals 
regarding a variety of curriculum issbes. These groups were 
directly involved --in the planning and subsequent implementation 
of local school curricula. Consequently,^ the perceptions held by 

teachers and principals, in large measure, determine what f occurs

in school classrooms. '

An instrument was developed to determine the perceptions 
of public school teachers and principals concerning selected 

0 : 

curricular issues in seven categories: curriculum development, 
course content, school environment, individualized instruction, 
philosophical parameters , student evaluation, and extracurricular 
activities.* * 

Cjuestionnaires were administered to 250 teachers^ 25 priri- 
cipals, and 35 central office personnel. The "Statistical Package 
for the Social Sciences" was used to analyze the data. The Chi 
Square technique was used to determine the level of significance 
of the data.
